Figgures also attended the Yale Law 
School and is at present practising 
law in England.

Martin Proposed Scholarships 

Mr. Paul Martin, M.P.„ proposed 
this system of national scholarships 
for Canada to the Ottawa Govern- 
ment in 1936. The proposal was de- 
feated owing to the evidence of 
lack of interest oh the part of the 
students. ' The United States are 
ahead of Canada in that they have 
state grants. 

These scholarships would enable 
students who, otherwise through 
lack of fonds, could not attend .col- 
lege, and who have the intellectiial 
ability, to do so.

Her efforts to con- 
vince him of her sincerity, his 
eventual compliance and ultimate 
escape from her clutches lead to the 
climax of the comedy which hinges 
around the arrival at the school of 
a certain Lord Heybrook, whose 
money and title Diana has decided

THE McGELLIAD 
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FOUNDING AND EARLY DAYS. 

' Even in the early days of the hinteenth cen- 
tury there was rivalry between Quebec and 
Ontario, Lower and Upper Canada. It was 
chiefly because Upper Canada had recently 
made advances in the educational field that the 
Royal Institution for the Advancement * of 
Learning was created in Quebec. The Royal 
Institution, however, was not able to plan for an 
institution of higher learning until James Mc- 
Gill made provision in his will for the estab- 
lishment of a college. 

The idea of founding a University was sug- 
gested to James McGill by the Rev. Dr. 
Strachan, a close friend of Mr. McGill's. Dr. 
Strachan was also named one of the executors 
in the will, and had previously reftised the of- 
fice of Principal. 

On March 8, 1811, James McGill bequeathed 
to the Royal Institution for the Advancement of 
Learning the sum of ten thousand pounds and 
his Bumside house and estate of forty-six acres 
(extending from the foot of Mount Royal to 
the present Dorchester street, and from Univer- 
sity street to Metcalfe) on the express condi- 
tions that a university or college be erected and 
established on the etsate within ten years of 
his death, and that one of the colleges compris- 
ing the university be called McGill College. 

However the bequest of the grant did not 
result in anything resembling prompt action. 
James McGill died in 1813 but the Royal In- 
stitution had not yet been set in order, and 
the Institution was supposed to direct education 
in the province. This meant that the men in- 
terested in establishing McGill College had first 
to organize the Royal Institution. This was ac- 
complished in 1818 after much effort had been 
expended both by its supporters and opp<m- 
ents. 

TRen application was made for a Royal 
Charter, but it was not obtained until 1821. The 
delay was just another example of the stumbl- 
ingblock created by, the necessity of having to 
deal with the Home Government. 

Other difficulties still stood in the way of 
opening the college. The heirs of James McGill 
refused to give up the property on the grounds 
that the ten years stipulated in the will had 
elapsed without any efforts having been taken 
for the erection of a college. A long court stug- 
gle followed, but by 1828 the Institution was 
a.l}le to ;take i>osse££iDn of the .estate, gltliou^ 



another nine years pasted before thè slow-mov- 
ing legal machinery finally wound up the case. 

In June, 1829, it was decided that the Col- 
lege was ready to open and it was publicly an- 
nounced that McOlll College would open on 
June 24th at Bumside House. The Rev. (jeorge 
J. Mountain was named the first Principal 

But the College did not really yet exist for 
there were neither buildings nor students to 
fill them. In order to have some faculty oper- 
ating, the Governors of McGill planned to "en- 
graft" the Medical Institution of McGill. And 
here again, as at almost every point in the 
early history of McGill, legal difficulties arose. 

The Montreal ^ Medical Institution was 
created by staff members of the Montreal Gen- 
eral Hospital which opened for patients in 1822. 
There were at the time absolutely no means of 
obtaining medical training in Canada, The Hos- 
pital Staff decided to start some training courses 
in 1822 and later applied for a charter under 
the name of the Montreal Medical, but in 1828 
they were refused. When the Medical Institu- 
tion was incorporated with McGill in 1829 the 
charter had still not been obtained, with result 
that claims were brought forward that it was 
illegal for the Institution to grant degrees. 
However the faculty continued its work, and 
indeed, was the only active faculty for some 
years. Finally, in 1832, the Charter was ob- 
tained and in 1833, the first degree of Doctor of 
Medicine was granted by McGill. This first 
"Old Boy" was William Logic. 

No buildings had yet been er^;cted, how- 
ever. The medical faculty itself was not housed 
on the College grounds. When it was finally 
decided to build a College, a deadlock was soon 
reached because the Governors and the Board 
of the Royal Instntution could not agree on plans 
for the building. Furthermore, the original en- 
dowment was not yet available. In 1837, when 
it was at last turned over to the Governors, 
however, It had increased to £22,000, so per- 
haps all the Litigation was just a blessing in 
disguisÊ, after all. . 

, In 1838, the Principal— Dr. John Bethune— 
..forwarded to the Board Plans for a college 
building. This building was to have contained 
about two hundred rooms, including sleeping 
quarters for students and professors, but the 
Board turned the plan down as calling for 
too big a building. Instead the Board decided 
to begin instruction in Bumside House, where 
Dr. Bethune had been living, but again difficul- 
ties arose, among them being the fact, that tl;e 
Principal did not wish to vacate. 

Finally it was decided to erect smaller 
buildings and the work was begun in 1840. By 
1842, the buildings were near completion. Early 
' in 1843 the structures were declared complete 
and the opening was set for that September. 
This was twenty years after the charter had 
Ijecn obtained.

Practice Tonight. 
Tonight there' will be a practice, 
but no very heavy scrimmaging. In 
this practice the team will concen- 
trate on perfecting some of the 
plays they haven't had the need to 
use as yet, pass defence, which 
seems satisfactory to the coaches, 
and just general polishing up on 
their offence and defence.
